The control of the Black- sea during the hostilities between Russia and Turkey, precipitated bv the 


shcUing of Odessa, Thcorlosin and Novorossysk in tho Black sea, may pivot, on the cruiser Goeben, which is 
superior to any other warship that may be involved in the conflict. 
The Goeben is a cruiser oC the most 


modern type of high speed, heavily armored and mounts ten of the latest type of German mival big- guns, 
yiie belonged to Germany until the war in Europe began. 
Caught hy circumstances nlong the MonTccan 


shores of the Mediterranean with the German cruiser BresJau, also a modern vessel, though small, she fled 
to Constantinople and sought refuge in the Dardanelles. Instead of interning the vessels the Turkish gov- 
ernment bought them from Germany and, retaining their German officers imd crews, has now sent them into 
the Binek sea to attack Russia., Without the Goeben tho Turkish navy, which consists mostlv of obsolete 
vessels and has had little real service practice, would be hopelessly outclassed hy (he Russian Black soa fleet. 
There aro five buULcslrips, fairly modern in the Russian Black sea force and n sixth older battleship, not very 
effective. /Russia has also in her Black sea fleet several destroyers and up to date submarines. Novoroasysk 
is not shown in the accompanying diagram, since it lies farther cast, beyond (he Azof, in the oil region.

the diagram is Avlona, the Albanian town occupied by Italy, and the Dalmatian towns from Cattaro north, 
which have been menaced by the alties.

That tho professional social reformer is to he avoided needs IK 


Emphasizing to the Lowell citizen who has seen the folly of politics 
ferments based on "reform" cries, but nevertheless to put social surveys 
us they are known to progressive cities in such a list is scarcely jus' 


or desirable. 
Anyone who takes n slight interest in public mailers inns' 


bo a;vare of tho fact f h n t scientific municipal government is being-advo- 
cated and adopted universally. No matter what change or counter-change. 


is desired in city charters by organized bodies or by individuals, tho 
pretext is made that such changes are in the interest of better govern- 


ment—the government meant being non-political, as far ns possible. Tho 


times call for experts in (be public service, or, failing exports, for men 


who look upon their offices as a business proposition, governed by honesty, 


efficiency and economy. 
The social survey idea is to further this work 


of scientific and business government and to secure to the public the best 
possible return for the money of tho public which is spent freely in 


city government. 


Municipal surveys seek to place before tho public tho weaknesses, 


extravagances and lack of efficiency in existing systems nnd to show 
what is to be done in the interest oC economy and sound administration. 
It aims to submit public, questions to a body of experts who have no per- 
sonal interest in covering up an abuse or advancing a reform. In practice 
it may degenerate into "muck-raking" but as conceived the principle of 
the thing is excellent. It puts away emotionalism, selfishness and political 
juggling and speaks of municipal matters on their merits, with reference 


to public expenditure nm] what it achieves. 
It is tho antithesis of a 


political survey which is far more apt to be of the muck-raking variety— 
as Lowell has discovered to its cost. 


The main objection to n social survey is that it is costly without 


ony guarantee of beneficial results. 
No city can progress without a 


proper public understanding of its-financial, political, industrial nnd social 


affairs, but to gain a knowledge of these things a social survey is by no 
.means indispensable. 
Could re elect men to office, who are fitted for the \ 


positions to which they aspire and were those men to tell us the truth 


about public matters instead of distorting facts to suit their political 
fortunes, a social survey would be the last thing thought of. 
If Lowell 


desires such a survey, it is an icdication that Lowell stands in need of 
real disinterested information about its public: nffair.9 and the manner in 


which they are conducted, information which the newspapers would gladly 
give if Middlesex county juries would back them up in telling the truth 
about publio officials.

It the objects of a social survey cannot be achieved otherwise, then 


let us have it by nil means. 
We know what a scientific investigation 


meant in the case, of Lowell's fire situation, and hoiv (he underwriter's 


committee showed up weaknesses in our fire -systems and .suggested 
genuine reforms. 
What was dona by experts ir. this specific case would 


be done by experts in a general sense, in a social survey. 
And then? 
lii 


sll probability the recommendations would be filed away with the state's 
.demand for a contagious hospital and the recommendations of the school 


committee as to a method of remedying school congestion. 
Still, there 


is a remedy for all these matters, if the public would refuse to bo blinded 
by insincere self-seekers. 
We need no political or municipal experts to 


tell us that a great many things are wrong with tho present government 


;of Lowell and that the people should interest themselves to secure better 
pnblio service.

Situation in South Not 


so Bad as Generally 
Supposed 


BOSTON'. Nov. 3.—The cotton crop' 


situation in th« south Is 
not 
near- 


ly so tad as generally supposed, ac- 
cording" to John H. Fahcy, president 
of the United States chamber of com- 
merce, who reiurnc-d to Boston yester- 
day after a ihree weeds' tour of the 
Bouthern cities with the board of 
di- 


rectors of the national chamber, during 
which he attended the meeting of lhal 
board in New Orleans, when it wa;> de- 
cided that the next 
meeting 
of 
the 


chamber should be held 
In Washing- 


ton next February. 


Furthermore, Mr. Fancy maintains, 


the southern people, as a whole, have 
no dtsire whatever for that financial 
aid from the United States which so 
many of their congressmen have been 
seeking, preferring to work 
out the 


problem for themselves. 


"The unusual prosperity which 
the 


south enjoyed during 
the 
past 
10 


years," Mr. Fahey explained, "has gone 
a long way toward enabling her to 
withstand the shock. 
The south has 


not been asleep during1 the past dec- 
ade and the Improvement everywhere 
struck me forcibly.

Those southern congressmen who 
made such an outcry for an appropri- 
ation by the United States really (ltd 
more harm tiian good and the general 
sentiment of the south la against any 
such jiKsistaiice. 
.All agree that they 


are able to take care of themselves." 


Mr. Fahey fount! the sentiment In the 


south very strongly In favor of; a mer- 
chant marine. "The national chamber 
of commerce," he said, "has a commit- 
tee .-it work upon this problem. Great 
opportunities for trade 
between the 


south and Central America and 
the. 


West Indies nro developing since the 
beginning of tlie war, for these coun- 
tries arc buying from us much of what 
they formerly got from Europe.

ma. canal lias been closed to naviga- 
tion by another landslide. 


Col. Goethals cabled the canal com- 


mission late yesterday: 


"Rapid movement of slide 
material 


in the break north of Goldhill locked 
the channel Saturday. 
Hope to open 


channel by "\Vednesday." 


As understood at the canal 
offices, 


this slide is only an aftermath of the 
big slide of Oct 14, when nearly three- 
quarters of a million yards of earth 
and ruck slowly slipped from the hill- 
side clown into the prism. 
A channel 


was promptly cut through this mate- 
rial, and in five days a 
considerable 


fleet of vessels which had gathered at 
the end of the 
canal 
was 
passed 


through. 
1 After the channel had been opened 
the work of excavation was continued 
in order to widen it to the full extent 
of the canal prism, and it was recalled 
today that Col. Goethals indicated that 
the operation of 
the 
giant 
dredges 


might cause a further fall of material 
from the hillsides to the base of which 
they were excavating. 


Col. Goethals has stated that there

stopping

landslides in Culebra cut; that the.en- 
gineers 
must 
content themselves 


with removing- the material as fast as 
H falls into the canal until tlie strata 
of earth and rock above have perma- 
nently adjusted 
themselves to 
the 


change in their base caused by 
the 


digging of the canal. This process may 
go on for months with decreasing vol- 
ume before the earth Is finally and per- 
manently quiescent. 


It is believed, however, that naviga- 


tion of the canal will not be" seriously 
interrupted for more thkn a few days 
at a time.

superior to any other warship that may be involved in the conflict. 
The Goeben is a cruiser of the most 


modern type of high speed, heavily armored and mounts ten of the latest type of German naval big guns. 
She belonged to Germany until the war in Europe began. 
Caught by circumstances along the jMorocoan 


shores of the lfcditerrnnRan with the German cruiser Breslnu, also a modern vessel, though small, she fled 
to Constantinople and sought refuge in the Dardanelles. 
Instead of interning the vessels the Turkish gov- 


ernment bought them from Germany and, retaining their German officers and crews, has now sent them into 
the Black sea to attack Russia. 
Without the Goeben the Turkish navy, which consists mostly of obsolete 


vessels nnd has had little real service practice, would be hopelessly outclassed by the Russian Black sea fleet.

Anyone who lakes n blight interest in public matters must 


be. aware of the fuel that mcnlific mnnioipal government- is being advo- 
cated anil adopted universally. Xo matter what change or couuter-chancjn 
is desired in city charters by organized bodies or by individuals, the 
pretest is made that such changes are in the interest of better govern- 
ment—the government meant being non-political, as far ns possible. The 


tjnies eaU for experts in the public service, or, failing exports, for, men 
who look upon their offices as a business proposition, governed by honesty, 


efficiency and economy. 
The social survey idea is to further this work 


of scientific and business government and to secure to the public the best 
possible return for the money of the public which is spent freely in 
city government. 


Municipal surveys seek to place before tho public tho r-eaknessea, 


extravagances nnd lack of efficiency in existing systems nnd to ehow 


what is lo he done in the interest of economy and sound administration. 
It aims to submit public questions to a body of experts who ha,vo no per- 
sonal interest in covering up an abuse or advancing a reform. In practice 
it may degenerate into ''murk-raking" hut as conceived the principle of 


(he thing is excellent. It puts away emotionalism, selfishness and political 


juggling and speaks of municipal matters on their merits, with reference 
io public expenditure nnd what it achieves. 
It is the antithesis of a 


political survey which is far more apt to be of the muck-raking variety— 
as Lowell has discovered to its cost. 


The m a i a objection to n social survey is that it is costly without 


any gimranlce of beneficial results. 
No city can progress without a 


proper public understanding of its financial, political, industrial nnd social 


.affairs, but to gain a knowledge of these things a social survey is by no 
;means indispensable. 
Could r-e elect men to office who are fitted for the 


positions to r.-liich (hey aspire and ^-crc those men to tell us tho truth 


about public matters instead of distorting facts to suit their political 
•fortunes, a social survey would be the last thing thought of.
